SHILOH AND VICKSBURG PARKS,

Thoe High Frice a Berlous Drawbiok to the
\ Projects.

MonTicELLO, Ill8., Dec. 14 — The com-
mittee appolnted by the Vicksburg Na-
tlional Park Assoclation to ascertsin the
price ofthe land desired for the park
has made its report, and {8 muoh dis-
couraged with the putlook. The parties
owning the land ask the cocmmittce as
high 88 175 an acre. The cummlstee
only wanted to pay $50 an acre for 400
acres.
